Mayor hopefuls urge 
Muslims to do more 
to counter 
extremism 


Terror drones warning 

SECURITY chiefs gathering in Kensington next week 
will be warned that the royal borough and the rest 
of the city is now at risk from terrorist drone attacks. 

Delegates at the Security and CounterTerror Expo 
at Olympia will hear that it is "only a matter of time 
before terrorists arm drones" to launch attacks, 
including use of chemical weapons, at targets with 
large crowds, such as Chelsea FC's Stamford 
Bridge ground, the Notting Hill Carnival, 

Heathrow Airport and Olympia itself. 

One security expert is warning that 
drones could be used to "inflict the 
highest level of terrorism".

THE two lead challengers in the battle to be Mayor of 
London have both called on the city’s one million Mus¬ 
lims to do more in the fight against Islamist extremism. 

Tory candidate Zac Goldsmith is warning of a further rise in 
hate crimes that could “shatter” the peace of the city unless more 
work is done to separate the views of ordinary Muslims from ex¬ 
tremists. 

And Labour candidate Sadiq Khan is calling on mainstream 
Muslims to “speak out more loudly” against the threat of the “poi¬ 
sonous ideology” of radicalised Islamists. 

As the latest figures from the Met have revealed that the num¬ 
ber of all racist and religious hate crimes is now running at

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Schoolchildren to get a helping hand 


T HIS month will see the start of 
an innovative new scheme 
aimed at supporting vulnerable 
schoolchildren as they move from pri¬ 
mary into secondary education. 

The initiative,which is called Step¬ 
ping Stones, is a schools-based pro- 
gramm which will involve older 
children as well as adults mentoring 
younger pupils as they begin life at 
secondary school. 

Funded by the mayor, Stepping 
Stones will see Gladesmore Commu¬ 
nity School in Tottenham and youth- 
focused social action group Gangs 
Unite working with three secondary 
schools and their main feeder primary 
schools. 

Gladesmore is an outstanding 
school with considerable experience 
of partnership working with schools 
across London - and Gangs Unite has 
a track record of working with disad¬ 
vantaged and disaffected young peo¬ 
ple in both school-based and out of 
school settings. 

Mayor of London Boris Johnson 
said: “Some pupils find the transition 
from primary to secondary school dif¬ 
ficult, which can lead to a dip in at¬ 
tainment and also result in them 
experiencing ongoing education or

behavioural problems. This can result 
in poor outcomes later on, affecting 
not just their confidence and self-es¬ 
teem, but how well they do at GCSEs 
and their ability to get a job or into 
higher education. 

“Stepping Stones is going to make 
a huge, positive difference to young 
Londoners at a critical period in their 
lives and I hope it will act as a tem¬ 
plate for other programmes for other 
children across the capital.” 

Stepping Stones is expected to ben¬ 
efit up to 200 London schoolchildren 


and will involve the training of year 
nine and 10 pupils, who will subse¬ 
quently act as peer-mentors to 
younger children as they move from 
primary (year six) to secondary school 
(year seven). 

A range of activities includes peer- 
to-peer and adult mentoring, summer 
activities, academic tutoring and skills 
and confidence building workshops. 

Ray Lewis, senior advisor mentor¬ 
ing, said: “With this programme our 
aim to is set up structures that will 
support youngsters at what can be a 
very a tricky time. One of the key el¬ 
ements of the programme is the peer 
to peer mentoring, giving older chil¬ 
dren a degree of valuable responsibil¬ 
ity, which will benefit them, but also 
create role models for the younger 
ones.” 

Commenting on the partnership be¬ 
tween Gangs Unite and Gladesmore 
Community School, headteacher 
Tony Hartney said: “We are delighted 
to be working together to design and 
implement the Stepping Stones pro¬ 
gramme. 

“We have found that adjusting to 
secondary school can be challenging 
for many pupils who don’t have the 
skills to successfully cope with this 


crucial change. As a result, some 
young people encounter problems 
with learning and adopting an attitude 
that supports learning. 

“Stepping Stones will utilise the 
immense power of peer mentoring, to¬ 
gether with taught sessions designed 
to inspire pupils, with the aim of steer¬ 
ing vulnerable pupils to have a posi¬ 
tive engagement in their learning. We 
look forward to seeing a transforma¬ 
tional impact on children’s life 
chances.” 

The Stepping Stones programme 
begins this month and is due to finish 
at the end of the summer term in 
2017. Outcomes and learnings from 
the programme will be used in the de¬ 
velopment of a toolkit, which will be 
made available to all primary and sec¬ 
ondary schools in the capital, aimed at 
showing how to effectively support 
the transition from primary to sec¬ 
ondary for vulnerable pupils. 

■ The mayor supports a num¬ 
ber of initiatives aimed at rais- a 
ing standards in teaching and J 
attainment. This includes se- * 
curing sites for 16 new schools, 
establishing the £24 million 
London Schools Excellence 
Fund, which has stimulated new 


partnerships and helped improve 
teachers’ subject knowledge and ex¬ 
pertise; setting up a schools unit to 
help groups wanting to set up free 
schools; the Gold Club scheme, which 
has celebrated over 240 exceptional 
schools in London with pupils from 
all backgrounds achieving academic 
success; and creating the London 
School Atlas, an interactive online 
map providing a uniquely detailed and 
comprehensive picture of London 
schools, current patterns of attendance 
and potential fu¬ 
ture demand 
for school 
places.

rate of 1,000 incidents a month, 
Mr Goldsmith has warned of the 
threat of a surge of Islamophobia. 

“The reason that religion is 
getting such a bad press is be¬ 
cause a number of people have so 
totally distorted and perverted 
one of the great religions,” he 
told Christian Today. 

“We need to do more to create 
a clear separation between those 
people who are distorting Islam 
and the overwhelming majority 
of Muslims for whom the distor¬ 
tion is just not a reflection of re¬ 
ality at all. I think that distinction 
needs to be made much clearer 
than it is.” 

He added: “If we don’t create 
that distinction you are going to 
see a continued rise in things like 
Islamophobia, and that is the last 
thing we want in a diverse city 
like London. We are also broadly 
speaking a very harmonious city. 
But you can’t take it for granted, 
that could be shattered very eas¬ 
ily.” 

London authorities and faith 
leaders are concerned about the 
rise in hate crimes against Mus¬ 
lims in recent years following the 
increase in attacks around the 
world by ISIS terrorists. 

In 2013 the Met recorded 557 
Islamophobic hate crimes, but by 
last year the number of incidents 
had rocketed to around 900 annu¬ 
ally. New statistics from the po¬ 
lice reveal that London is 
becoming increasingly intolerant 
of different faiths and ethnicities. 
In February police recorded 
1,034 incidents of racist and reli¬ 
gious hate crimes across the city, 
a rise of 11.5 per cent on the same 
month last year. 

Sadiq Khan, who has had 
death threats from Islamist ex¬ 
tremists because of his stand 
against radicalisation and who 
has had to consider police protec¬ 
tion for his family, said that he 
wants ordinary Muslims to join 
his fight against those attempting 
to twist the minds of the young. 

“As a British Muslim, I will al¬ 
ways support and encourage the 


majority of mainstream British 
Muslims to speak out and chal¬ 
lenge the extremists,” said Mr 
Khan. “This is so, so important - 
we need mainstream British 
Muslim voices to speak out 
loudly and clearly. Not because 
they are more responsible for ex¬ 
tremism than anyone else, but be¬ 
cause they can be most effective 
at challenging the poisonous ide¬ 
ology.” 

Like Mr Goldsmith, he agreed 
that the “number one priority” for 
the new mayor is to make Lon¬ 
don safe from terrorists.

Mr Khan has promised a wide- 
reaching programme to combat 
Islamist radicalisation across the 
city. 

“I’11 push the Government to 
work with the internet providers 
to take down the extremist web¬ 
sites that are poisoning young 
minds. Twitter has made a good 
start by taking down thousands of 
Daesh twitter accounts - but we 
need action across the board,” he 
said. “Til work with the Govern¬ 
ment to overhaul their anti-ex¬ 
tremism and de-radicalisation 
programmes like Prevent. Time 
and time again people on these 
programmes have ended up com¬ 
mitting terrorist or extremist of¬ 
fences. They are clearly failing 
and no longer fit for purpose.” 

He added: “And crucially, I 
will campaign relentlessly for 
Britain to remain in the European 
Union. As the current Home Sec¬ 
retary and former Home Secre¬ 
taries know, the EU plays a vital 
role in sharing information on 
terrorists and threats across mem¬ 
ber states, in implementing tough 
controls at airport security and 
repatriating criminals through the 
European Arrest Warrant. 

“It plays a vital role in keeping 
Londoners safe. There really is 
nothing more important to me 
than keeping Londoners safe.” 

Mr Khan said the Met would 
have his total support if the fight 
against terrorism becomes a 
shoot-out on the streets. 

“I want Londoners to know 
that I will give my full backing to 
our armed officers to take the de¬ 
cisions necessary to keep us safe. 
No armed police officer ever 
wants to consider shooting with 
the intention, or likelihood, of 
killing. And that is how it should 
be. But our officers will know 
that if they are required to shoot 
to kill to keep Londoners safe 
during a terrorist attack - I will 
have their back. 

“Of course our police officers 
play a vital role in tackling ex¬ 
tremism on a daily basis.That’s 
why as mayor, I’ll bring back real 
neighbourhood policing to Lon¬ 
don’s streets. 

“Community policing has been 
cut to the bone by the Tories. The 
Met has faced cuts of more than 
£600 million under the Tories, of¬ 
ficers are now stretched across 
many different neighbourhoods 
and the number of PCS Os has 
fallen by more than 70 per cent. 

“It has broken the ties that 
were built between dedicated 
Safer Neighbourhood Teams and 
the communities they served. 
Close ties between police and 
community are crucial to secur¬ 
ing the information that helps us 
to root out extremism and radi¬ 
calisation. The intelligence serv¬ 
ices increasingly rely on local 
policing knowledge to stop ter¬ 
rorist attacks. 

“Because people feel more 
comfortable coming forward and 
speaking to local officers who 


they know and trust. But that link 
is being broken by the Tories, lead¬ 
ing to neighbourhood policing to 
be hollowed out. 

“So I will make real community 
policing the number one focus of 
the Met once again.” 

He added: “To root out extrem¬ 
ism and radicalisation we will have 
to address the underlying problems 
which allow it to grow. As mayor I 
will increase community integra¬ 
tion and tackle the social segrega¬ 
tion which allows extremists to 
prey on young Londoners. 

“I’ll ensure that people from dif¬ 
ferent communities meet and en¬ 
gage with one another, so that 
no-one can grow up without know¬ 
ing people from different back¬ 
grounds. I’ll promote integration 
through planning mles - designing- 
in spaces where people can mix, 
and I will promote community pro¬ 
grammes that bring people from 
different backgrounds together.” 

Mr Khan, who revealed that Is¬ 
lamists have warned him he “is 
going to hell” for his stand against 
them, pledged: “I will be the 


British Muslim who takes the fight 
to the extremists.” 

He added: “The appalling reality 
is that a growing number of people 
in London are being indoctrinated 
and radicalised into a perverse and 
disgusting ideology. Extremists are 
exploiting the young, the vulnera¬ 
ble and the weak, it is online 
grooming by any other name. 

“Extremism is a cancer eating 
away at our society and it is a prob¬ 
lem that is getting worse. Neither 
the Government nor our wider so¬ 
ciety are doing enough to tackle 
extremism and radicalisation. 
Young British children are still 
being tricked into running off to 
join Daesh in Iraq and Syria. 

“I’ve always been open about 
the fact that I have seen the hatred 
and venom of the extremists up 
close. Extremists have protested at 
local mosques in Tooting and told 
people I’ve known since I was a 
boy - my friends and neighbours - 
that I am going to hell because I 
believe in democracy. 

“They have criticised me for 
taking part in what they call ‘man 


made laws’ and said that anyone 
who votes for me will be going to 
hell too. 

“I had death threats from ex¬ 
tremists when I voted for same sex 
marriage. I had to discuss police 
protection with my young daugh¬ 
ters - something that no parent 
should have to do. But it’s what 
makes me so determined to tackle 
extremism. London is now almost 
permanently on a heightened terror 
footing. Now more than ever we 
need to ensure that London has the 
resources necessary for the worst 
case scenario. I welcome the plans 
to expand London’s armed re¬ 
sponse capacity by 600 officers an¬ 
nounced in January. 

“But in the face of current 
threats, we need to be absolutely 
certain that London has the capac¬ 
ity to deal with any threat that our 
city could face. So on day one of 
my mayoralty, I will order a full 
and comprehensive review of Lon¬ 
don’s emergency services capabil¬ 
ity to deal with a major terrorist 
incident. And if gaps are identified, 
I will act to fill them.”

Westway Trust chief 
executive Angela 
McConville shares 
what the team at 
the Trust have been 
hearing during a 
local consultation 

I MENTIONED a few weeks ago 
that the team at Westway Trust 
would shortly be undertaking a 
comprehensive programme of 
door-to-door consultation in the 
area around the Westway. 

This concerns the project which 
has had the working name of ‘Por- 
tobello Village’ and involves the 
part of the Westway Trust estate 
which sits either side of Portobello 
Road. That work is now well 
under way and we’ve delivered in¬ 
formation about the scheme to 
over 1,500 homes, knocked on 
over 600 doors and spoken to over 
100 people. 

The response has been over¬ 
whelmingly positive. Almost uni¬ 
versally, people have shown their 
passionate support for the vintage 
market and are glad to hear that 
we’ve listened to calls from 
traders and local retailers to sup¬ 
port their livelihoods. People sup¬ 
port the proposal to create better 
facilities for the traders and their 
customers, as well as to increase 
the visibility of the shops to help 
maintain the existing culture of 
creative entrepreneurialism. Resi¬ 
dents have also been interested to 


hear about how we think the de¬ 
velopment can support the local 
economy and enterprise through 
apprenticeships, mentoring and 
spaces for start-up businesses. 
People are keen for us to open up 
the public areas and make them a 
friendlier, more welcoming space 
that people will want to spend 
more time in. 

The greatest interest has been 
saved for the significant new arts, 
cultural and community spaces 
we’re proposing. Fully sound¬ 
proofed and flexible, there is real 
enthusiasm for us to make these 
spaces both multi-cultural and 
multi-purpose. One resident said 
they would love to see an area 
where people of all ages and back¬ 
grounds could come together to 
celebrate, some have talked about 
wanting to see a counter to the de¬ 
clining performance spaces in 
London and others have talked 
about the need for providing 
‘maker spaces’ for creative peo¬ 
ple. Above all, people want spaces 
such as these to thrive, and con¬ 
tribute to the local economic vital¬ 
ity of the area, while being of 
great benefit to those who live and 
work locally and I’m confident 
that we can deliver something that 
will cater to all those needs. 

There are some people who re¬ 
main sceptical but even they agree 
with us on many of the principles 
of the proposals. Residents are 
keen to see affordable housing on 


the site and we are evaluating the 
viability of that as we speak. 

We’ve been able to dispel some 
myths about the project too. 
We’ve reassured people that there 
will be no great homogenous 
shopping centre here, that the new 
spaces will be specifically de¬ 
signed to be attractive to small in¬ 
dependent traders, that the vintage 
market won’t be moved or re¬ 
duced in size, and that we won’t 
be inviting supermarkets or high 
street chains in. Westway Trust is 
a charity that was formed for the 
benefit of the residents of the 
Royal Borough of Kensington and 
Chelsea and recently we’ve made 
clearer than ever that our focus is 
on north Kensington. Any work 
we do will be an investment in the 
community to support our charita¬ 
ble aims. 

Finally, inevitably as we’ve 
gone door-to-door people have 
raised all manner of other issues 
with us from noise, to drug deal¬ 
ing outside their homes, to pollu¬ 
tion from the Westway. We take 
our role in the wider community 
very seriously and we have made 
a record of everything that people 
have spoken to us about. While 
there are limits to what we can do 
directly about some of these issues 
I will be raising them in meetings 
with the relevant authorities. 

The opportunity to speak to so 
many of our neighbours in such a 
short space of time has been in¬ 
credibly insightful for the team 
and it will improve all our work, 
not just the Portobello scheme, so 
we plan to make it a more regular 
occurrence. If we haven’t man¬ 
aged to speak to you recently and 
you have something you’d like to 
raise, please don’t wait, we’d love 
to hear from you. 



Homelessness - 
the impact on children's lives 

Homrlrxfcnrxt rrmain* in Ihr modi* spotlight, 
especially in light of the recent influx of refugees 
and asylum seekers, fhe individual needs at

They found that more 
than 15,000 nought -tn-two~ year-olds Irve in families classed as * statutorily 
homeless"’. 

Babies living in homeless families can be extremely vulnerable and their 
development is reliant on the quality ot the care their parents are able to 
provide. For parents who are hornrlesa, providing thes care can be extremely 
difficult, especially as many types of homeless accommodation lack the 
important safely, cleanliness and lacillties babies need in order to tltrive. Thcs 
can have a severe adverse Hire 1 on that baby's mental health later on in thrir 
life. 

According to another government report, one in ten children aged between 
5 and 16 years have been adversely affec ted and many continue to have 
mental health problems into adulthood. Half of those with lifetime mental 
health problems first experience symptoms by the age of 14. fhe impart of 
homelessness early in a child's trie n only likely In exacerbate this problem. 

Under the present regime however, this situation is only likely to get worse, 
and its long term effects may not be fully appreciated until this generation of 
children reach the age of adulthood.

therefore continue to work 
hard to make sure our children 
get the very best start in life."

It’s official! Care 
for the borough’s 
children in need 
is ‘outstanding’ 


W E’VE had some 
spirit-lifting news 
this week. The Of¬ 
sted inspectors have said 
that Kensington and 
Chelsea’s children’s services 
are the very best in the coun¬ 
try following their rigorous 
inspection of the department 
in January. 

Now, when I mention Of¬ 
sted to my friends they tend, 
not unreasonably, to associ¬ 
ate it with all things to do 
with schools. This is hardly 
surprising given the atten¬ 
tion paid by politicians, par¬ 
ents and the media to reports 
about how individual 
schools are performing. 

But Ofsted also shines a 
light on services that are not 
always as visible as schools 
but equally important, in 
fact often vital, to how many 
young people and their fam¬ 
ilies develop and are sup¬ 
ported. 

I’m talking here about 
children’s social services. 
This is the department 
charged with ensuring chil¬ 
dren are properly safe¬ 
guarded and protected. It’s 
where we turn when a child 
can no longer remain with 
their family and needs to be 
cared for by other means, 
whether through fostering, 
adoption or being taken di¬ 
rectly into the care of the 
council. 

As well as this, the chil¬ 
dren’s services team works 
hard to make sure families 
that may be experiencing 
difficulties are given the 
support and advice that will 
hopefully ensure that the 
children prosper and don’t 
end up being in the sort of 
position where they can no 
longer stay with their family. 

And what did the inspec¬ 
tors say about us? Well - 
the report is available online 
at www.rbkc.gov.uk but the 
headline is that our services 
were judged to be outstand¬ 
ing. This was due to a com¬ 


bination of factors including 
how well resourced they 
were, how well led and the 
talents of the front-line staff. 

Some highlights for me 
were that three quarters of 
young people leaving our 
care are in education, receiv¬ 
ing training or have a job - 
this is well above the na¬ 
tional average. 

Three quarters of children 
in care are in stable place¬ 
ments, mostly with foster 
carers who go the extra mile. 
All children are routinely 
spoken to alone by their so¬ 
cial worker who has got to 
know them well, so they can 
talk about any difficulties 
they are having - either at 
home with their families, or, 
for children in care, with 
their foster carers. 

Unfortunately we don’t 
have to look far to see just 
how catastrophic it can be 
when council departments 
with this sort of responsibil¬ 
ity fail. 

Rotherham and Rochdale 
are clear examples of just 
how badly things can go 
wrong. 

Therefore, I was very 
pleased and proud to read 
that in summarising our 
service for children and 
young people the inspectors 
said: “If you are a child who 
needs help and protection or 
to be looked after, this is one 
of the best places in the 
country to live.” 

So a huge thank-you to all 
the officers who have 
worked incredibly hard and 
demonstrated complete 
commitment to get the best 
outcomes for children and 
young people in often very 
challenging conditions. 

While it’s always very 
satisfying to receive such a 
glowing report about our 
performance, I can assure 
you that we will never be 
complacent and will always 
look to improve.

AND CHELSEA 
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Chilling warning against terror drones

SECURITY chiefs gathering 
in Kensington next week 
will be warned that the royal 
borough and the rest of the 
city is now at risk from ter¬ 
rorist drone attacks. 

Delegates at the Security and 
Counter Terror Expo at Olympia 
on April 19 to 20 will hear that it 
is “only a matter of time before 
terrorists arm drones” to launch 
attacks, including use of chemi¬ 
cal weapons, at targets with large 
crowds, such as Chelsea FC’s 
Stamford Bridge ground, the 
Notting Hill Carnival, Heathrow 
Airport and Olympia itself. 

One security expert is warning 
that drones could be used to “in¬ 
flict the highest level of terror¬ 
ism”. 

The warnings have a special 
significance for Kensington and 
Chelsea, which the borough 
council has revealed has been 
“identified by the Home Office 
and security services as a ‘prior¬ 
ity area’ in relation to counter ter¬ 
rorism, with large numbers of 
‘subjects of interest’ as well as 
communities considered to be 
particularly vulnerable to radical- 
isation”. 

Experts say that new drones 
are easily affordable and can be 
remotely-controlled from smart¬ 


phones. 

“If armed, and so turned into 
an improvised explosive device, 
drones could cause significant 
damage,” the security conference 
will be warned by Steve Maton, 
of the Information Systems Se¬ 
curity Association UK, who says 
that drones of all types - Un¬ 
manned Aerial Vehicles [UAVs], 
Unmanned Ground Vehicles 
[UGVs] and even underwater 
Unmanned Marine Vehicles 
[UMVs] - are now available to 
ISIS terrorists. 

“ISIS have been using 
kit devices for a while 
for creating their high 
quality propaganda 
videos and performing 
battlefield reconnaissance. 

It is only going to be time be¬ 
fore terrorists arm larger 
drones as IEDs and with pos¬ 
sible jam-proof communica¬ 
tions,” Mr Maton warns. 

He adds: “Civilian UAVs can 
be operated at distances of over 
two miles using radio waves and 
first-person view (FPV) or GPS 
navigation. Some inexpensive 
drones can carry payloads in ex¬ 
cess of 3kg - some even up to 
7kg. If armed, and so turned into 
an Improvised Explosive Device, 
drones could cause significant 
damage. 

“UAVs are allowed to fly up to 
an altitude of 400 feet. However, 
this is only based on CAA regu¬ 


lations and clearly ignored by 
any terrorist. Many domestic 
drones can fly to an altitude of 
over 1,000 metres. With a price 
tag of £200 to £1,000, they are 
also within most individuals’ 
price range. 

“Most UAVs can now be con¬ 
trolled using FPV and smart¬ 
phones connected to the 
controller, allowing the user, if 
required, to blend in with the 
crowd and so hiding their 
actions. All 



these reduce the probability of 
the user being identified and 
caught, so allowing them to es¬ 
cape or perform parallel attacks.” 

Chillingly, he added: “Such 
devices would be hard to pene¬ 
trate military compounds. How¬ 
ever, they could be used for 
targeting civilians. Imagine mod¬ 
ifying a commercial drone crop- 
duster into a chemical weapon. 

“Imagine the result of flying 
multiple UAVs into a large, 


crowd at an open-air show. 
UAVs can be highly manoeu¬ 
vrable. Once a crowd under¬ 
stands their intentions, through 
multiple low-level detonations, 
remaining UAVs could then be 
used as a visual object, much 
easier than unseen ground forces 
and shots. 

“Imagine these drones offer¬ 
ing high speed manoeuvrability, 
controlled hovering and, once ca¬ 
pable of handling the recoil, 
installed with a gun. Flee¬ 
ing crowds could 
be directed to addi¬ 
tional danger, such 
as planted ground ex¬ 
plosives. This shows 
ways of using new technol¬ 
ogy to perform old and famil¬ 
iar terrorist herding tactics.” 

Mr Maton warned that of¬ 
fice buildings - such as Kens¬ 
ington and Chelsea Town Hall 
and City Hall - are also at risk of 
attack by terror drones, as are 
planes at Heathrow. 

“UAVs have the capability to 
bypass ground level protection. 
Such protection has been 
analysed and deployed by skilled 
security consultants who under¬ 
stand today’s security weak¬ 
nesses - not air attacks from 
drones,” writes Mr Maton in a 
paper prepared for the Olympia 
exhibition, which will be at¬ 
tended by security experts from 
all over the world. 


“As such, concrete perimeter 
defences are installed, CCTV 
with restricted vertical adjust¬ 
ment, alarms installed based on 
infiltration from the ground, 
fences are erected, lights are fo¬ 
cused on entrances and darkened 
areas on the ground. Guards and 
dogs are another form of ground 
protection that will have very lit¬ 
tle impact. 

“Once at the target a UAV has 
the capability to hover and de¬ 
ploy its payload or even have a 
limited capability to chase a tar¬ 
get down; even possibly entering 
a building. A building’s con¬ 
struction wouldn’t necessarily re¬ 
strict entry as a loss of signal 
could initiate a destruct instruc¬ 
tion, possibly causing more dam¬ 
age within a confined place. 

“A USV [Unmanned Space 
Vehicle] has the capabilities to 
hover outside a weak location, 
such as targeted office windows. 
How quickly could a meeting 
room be evacuated once a drone 
is seen outside? 

“Power stations could be infil¬ 
trated as a USV can hover over 
ground defences and be directed 
to vulnerable machinery. What 
effect would an explosion cause 
to a full plane fuel tanker? Imag¬ 
ine a USV infiltrating air space, 
be this military or domestic. An 
aircraft wouldn’t have the capa¬ 
bility to react to one or even nu¬ 
merous drones that move quickly 


into its landing flightpath. They 
may initially not even see such as 
small object.” 

Even Thames-side buildings - 
such as the House of Commons 
- are not secure against drones 
that can now travel underwater, 
cautions Mr Maton. 

“UMVs can navigate seas and 
rivers targeting pipes, boats and 
sensitive structures; submersible 
devices can be used to target 
areas below the water’s surface 
and are harder to visually detect. 

“Any drone can be used as a 
weapon that can be purchased 
and assembled cheaply with no 
suspicion; through widespread 
domestic or professional sites. It 
is light-weight, easy to transport 
and relatively easy to hide and 
deploy. Some drones come with 
simulation software allowing for 
self-learning; so preventing the 
need to involve external trainers. 
With recent advances, multi¬ 
rotor UAVs are now straightfor¬ 
ward to fly and can be flown at 
significant distances so prevent¬ 
ing the controller having to be di¬ 
rectly at the scene.” 

But Mr Maton claims that se¬ 
curity services are preparing for 
the threat of a drone attack on the 
capital. 

“Security organisations are 
aware of the drones’ capability 
and are reviewing protection 
through such devices as nets, de¬ 
tectors and jammers,” he stated.

Car fines 
a golden 
blunder 

THE owner of a fleet of gold 
supercars has been landed with 
hundreds of pounds in parking 
fines. 

A gold Lamborghini Aven- 
tador, Rolls Royce, Mercedes 
G63 6x6 and Bentley Flying 
Spur caused a stir even in the 
swanky Knightsbridge area 
they were parked in, with 
dozens of people stopping to 
take photographs of the osten¬ 
tatious-looking vehicles on 
their mobile phones. 

The Lamborghini had two 
separate penalty notices for 
Tuesday and Wednesday 
slipped under its wiper blade, 
while the Mercedes and Bent¬ 
ley each had one. 

The fines of £80 each time, 
which can be reduced to £40 if 
they are paid within 14 days, 
mean that the owner, who is 
reportedly from Saudi Arabia, 
owes the Royal Borough of 
Kensington and Chelsea as 
much as £320. 

The vehicles could even be 
removed and fines increased if 
the charges go unpaid. 

The cars were parked in 
Cadogan Place, outside the 
Jumeirah Carlton Tower Hotel, 
in Knightsbridge - just yards 
away from an NCP car park. 

Costing £50 for 24 hours, 
the car park housed non-gold 
Bentleys, Audis and a Ferrari 
last Wednesday.

City Hall turns focus on 
childcare as families feel 
pressure of life in capital

THERE are more than a 
million families with chil¬ 
dren living in London - 
but it is feared many don’t 
have the support they need 
to thrive and make the 
most of the opportunities 
the capital has to offer 
them. 

A range of support is avail¬ 
able to disadvantaged families 
to help them make ends meet, 
including: 

■ Healthy Start food vouchers 

■ 15 hours a week funded 
nursery places for two year 
olds from disadvantaged fami¬ 
lies 

■ 15 hours a week of free 
childcare in term time for three 
and four year olds 

■ Free school meals 

■ Local Assistance Fund to 
help with unexpected or one- 
off expenditures 

But many families who are 
entitled to this support do not 
take it up. 

Family life has changed dra¬ 
matically over the last 30 years, 
and London’s families face 
new challenges and opportuni¬ 
ties. 

City Hall’s social pol¬ 
icy team say they want 
to develop their un¬ 
derstanding of the 
challenges facing 
families in London 


today, and how families in need 
can best be supported. 

Now, the Institute for Public 
Policy Research, a progressive 
think tank, and the Greater 
London Authority have 
launched a joint project on the 
future of childcare in the capi¬ 
tal. 

They are asking: if you’re a 
parent or grandparent, what is 
your experience of childcare in 
London? Is there enough af¬ 
fordable, good quality child¬ 
care in your area? What do you 
think prevents families from 
accessing the support that is 
available? 

One respondent to the sur¬ 
vey, Ella Rees, said: “We are 
lucky, and ‘disadvantaged’ is a 
relative term, but when it 
comes to the work, childcare 
and housing balance our family 
is at enough of a disadvantage 
to make us want to leave Lon¬ 
don. 


“My husband works for the 
police, and I work for a theatre 
- both things London claims to 
want to have. So the problems 
are: 

■ 1 - by the ridiculous housing 
market (we rent at £1,000 per 
month with no hope of saving 
or getting a mortgage; 

■ 2 - by not having local 
grandparents to give us free 
childcare; 

■ 3 - inflexible childcare - we 
have to stick to and pay for the 
same nursery days for my two 
year old regardless of my hus¬ 
band’s changing shift pattern 
and availability to look after 
her himself, which could save 
us money. As it is half my 
salary is taken up paying for 
two days’ nursery and we 
scramble to cover the other day 
we need thanks to my flexible 
employer. 

“Flexible employers are key 
to making childcare work, and 


should be applauded. I feel 
very fortunate to have had ma¬ 
ternity leave/pay and now flex¬ 
ible working. We wouldn’t be 
in London at all by now if it 
weren’t for that. 

“As it is, we would struggle 
less if the nursery would at 
least let us vary the days. We’d 
happily give months of notice. 
Further subsidy from a younger 
age would help, or at least nurs¬ 
eries run by not-for-profit or¬ 
ganisations to reduce the daily 
cost. 

“The other problem is the 
lack of local schools, or nurs¬ 
eries close to schools - we also 
have a five year old who did 
not get into any of our nearby 
schools, so the logistics of 
dropping them both off and 
then getting to work are totally 
inefficient and are alone 
enough of a reason to make us 
leave London if we could find 
jobs elsewhere. 

“We’re actively seeking em¬ 
ployment elsewhere in the UK, 
so we can escape this mess of 
overpriced housing and in¬ 
adequate school places 
that has been allowed to 
develop.”

Landlord’s gas 
safety offence 

LONDON landlord Duran 
Akbulut has been handed an 
eight-week suspended prison 
sentence for gas safety failings. 

Westminster Magistrates' 

Court heard how Akbulut failed 
to have a gas boiler checked for 
safety by a suitably qualified 
engineer and to obtain the 
necessary safety certificate from 
the Gas Safe Register. 

The boiler was in a property 
that was being let out to a tenant 
who raised concerns about a 
carbon monoxide leak and the 
National Grid switched off the 
gas supply. The tenant made a 
complaint to the Health and 
Safety Executive. 

Akbulut, of Kingshill Avenue, 
Kenton, north west London, 
pleaded guilty to breaching 
Regulation 36(3) of the Gas 
Safety (Installation and Use) 
Regulations 1998 and was given 
an eight-week prison sentence, 
suspended for 12 months, was 
ordered to pay £80 victim 
surcharge and contribute £300 in 
costs to HSE. 

HSE inspector, Neil Fry said: "It 
is the duty of landlords to ensure 
gas safety checks are carried out 
to protect tenants from the fatal 
risk of carbon monoxide 
poisoning."

LAST year the first London Craft 
Week launched, with 70 events, 
20,000 visits and a wide cast 
including the Prince of Wales, 
Grayson Perry and 350 makers. 

From May 3 to 7 the second 
edition will showcase 
exceptional craftsmanship from 
around the world through a 
journey-of-discovery 
programme of 129 events across 
the city, featuring hidden 
workshops and unknown makers 
alongside celebrated masters, 
famous studios, galleries, shops 
and luxury brands. 

The aim is to experience the 
magic of true creativity, see what 
real quality means, meet some of 
the world's most respected 
makers and artists and even have 
a try. 

Craft Week chairman Guy 
Saltewr said: "London has long 
had a fashion week and a design 
festival. Now there is London 
Craft Week, a celebration of the 
magical combination of 
imagination, individuality, 
passion and skill found in the 
best-made of things." 

Tube death 
court ruling 

THE family of Jean Charles de 
Menezes have lost a human 
rights challenge over the 
decision not to charge any 
individual police officer over his 
death. 

Relatives of the Brazilian took 
their case to the European Court 
of Human Rights last year- 
almost a decade after he was 
mistaken for a suicide bomber 
and shot dead by police 
marksmen on a Tube train at 
Stockwell Underground station 
in south London on July 22 
2005 - a fortnight after the July 7 
terror attacks. 

Last Wednesday the 
Strasbourg court's Grand 
Chamber found that UK 
authorities had not failed in their 
obligations to conduct an 
effective investigation into the 
incident.

London’s Digital Talent Task- 
force to help address future 
digital skills needs 
■ Provide certainty and consis¬ 
tency in UK tax policy to at¬ 
tract financial firms, and call 
for the Chancellor of the Ex¬ 
chequer to end the Bank Cor¬ 
poration Tax Surcharge by the 
end of the Parliament, once the 
Budget is balanced. 

Lucy Haynes, CBI London 
director, said: “London’s star 
has continued to rise over the 
past few years. From setting a 
new standard for hosting the 
Olympic Games to the emer¬ 
gence of Tech City, the capital 
has shown the world it is still

Firm fined after two 
die in crane collapse

A CRANE hire company 
has been fined heavily for 
failings that led to the death 
of two men as a crane col¬ 
lapsed in London. 

Southwark Crown Court 
heard that crane operator 
Jonathan Cloke, 37, died after 
falling from the crane as it col¬ 
lapsed. It fell onto Michael 
Alexa, 23, a member of the 
public, who was also killed. 

The court heard how sections 
of the tower crane, which was 
on a housing development in 
Thessaly Road, Battersea, sep¬ 
arated when 24 bolts failed due 
to metal fatigue. 

The bolts were a significant 
safety feature on the crane’s 
slew ring, which connected the 
mast, or tower, to the slew tur¬ 
ret. This allows the arms of the 
crane jib to rotate through 360 
degrees. When the bolts failed 
the slew turret and jib separated 
from the mast and fell to the 
ground. 

The Health and Safety Exec¬ 
utive investigation into the inci¬ 
dent, in September 2006, found 
that Falcon Crane Hire Ltd did 


not investigate a similar inci¬ 
dent which happened nine 
weeks before, when the bolts 
failed on the same crane and 
had to be replaced. 

HSE found that the company 
had an inadequate system to 
manage the inspection and 
maintenance of their fleet of 
cranes. 

Their process to investigate 
the underlying cause of the 
components’ failings was also 
considered to be inadequate. It 
told the court the particular 
bolts were a safety-critical part 
of the crane. The court also 
heard the bolts failing previ¬ 
ously was an exceptional and 
significant occurrence, which 
should have been recognised by 
Falcon Crane Hire. 

Lilliana Alexa, Mr Alexa’s 
mother, said on behalf of her 
family: “Michael was a lovely 
son, a wonderful big brother 
and a devoted father. His son 
has had to grow up without the 
love and support of Michael, 
who adored him. He was denied 
that opportunity because his life 
was taken away and with his, 
ours too. 

“The memories of that day 
will never leave our family. We 
heard the crash and felt the 


ground shake. I found Michael 
and it’s an image that haunts my 
nightmares. 

“If only we had stopped to 
chat or parked the car some¬ 
where else he would still be 
alive. We know we are not to 
blame but it does not stop us all 
feeling guilt. 

“We cannot comprehend how 
our beloved son, brother, father 
and friend who was so full of 
live has gone. 

“The whole crane industry 
must leam from our tragedy and 
the devastation it has caused. 
We do not want another family 
to endure the same pain of los¬ 
ing their child.” 

Mike Wilcock, HSE head of 
operations, said: “Jonathan and 
Michael’s deaths were tragic, 
needless and entirely avoidable. 
These two men need not have 
died had Falcon Crane Hire 
taken the right, decisive action 
when the bolts failed the first 
time. The company fell far short 
of its health and safety obliga¬ 
tion.” 

Falcon Crane Hire Ltd were 
fined £750,000 and ordered to 
pay costs of £100,000 for 
breaching Sections 2 and 3 of 
the Health and Safety at Work 
Act. 
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Through expansion, London City Airport will be 
able to provide more support to our communities.

YOUNG and poor west 
London footballers who 
could only kick about in 
the back streets a year ago 
are proudly celebrating be¬ 
coming league champions 
this week - winning a 
major title with three 
games in hand. 

The under-16s boys team of 
Kensington-based TUFF FC, 
the movement formed to pro¬ 
tect young people at risk of 
joining gangs by turning them 
to football instead, has won the 
London FA Saturday Youth 
League. 

A year ago the players did 
not even have a team, let alone 
kit or a pitch to play on. But 
after they turned for help to The 
Unity of Faiths Foundation’s 
founders Dr Shamender Talwar 
and Ms Anna Prior, they were 
found a training ground in 
Southall and given the chance 
to practise three times a week, 
and join the league. 

And now they are the cham¬ 
pions of London - and next 
month they will travel to Bel¬ 
gium to meet EU leaders and 
play a key Football For Unity 
match against a local side from 
Molenbeek. 

European leaders are organ¬ 
ising the game as a high-profile 
demonstration of what football 
can achieve in turning vulnera¬ 
ble young people away from 
crime. 

The under-16s side is made 
up of players from north Kens¬ 
ington, Southall, Camden, 
Hayes and Hanwell. 

“The under-16s and every¬ 
body at TUFF FC is overjoyed 
that they are the champions,” 
said Dr Talwar, whose founda¬ 
tion now runs several boys’ 
teams and girls’ teams through¬ 
out west London. 

“What an outcome! We took 
these kids from the clutches of 
poverty and the risk of gang 
culture and turned them 
around. 

“They have become hugely- 
talented footballers and proud 
citizens of Britain - and they 
have gone on to become not 
only champions of London but 
champions of unity.

“Anna and I are enormously 
proud of them. These kids have 
never experienced anything 
like this before; they are over¬ 
whelmed.” 

Dr Talwar added: “A few of 
them were in tears after the 
final game - which they won 5- 
1 - because they couldn’t be¬ 
lieve they’d done it, against all 
the odds. 

“This is a real-life David and 
Goliath story because some 
people thought these kids 
would have no chance in a 
league that is no Micky Mouse 
one. 


“But they battled the whole 
season, they put in incredible 
efforts week in, week out. 

“They played 25 games and 
won with three games in hand. 
It’s a fantastic success, it’s a 
victory for multi-cultural Lon¬ 
don.” 

Next month the Under-16s 
and other TUFF FC teams will 
go to Molenbeek with London 
MEP Syed Kamall, who will 
also be introducing the team 
and organisers to EU leaders 
with the aim of establishing 
similar football schemes in 
other countries across Europe.

Police investigate moped collision 


POLICE are appealing for wit¬ 
nesses to a hit-and-run incident 
in west London in which an 
elderly man was badly hurt. 

Detectives say the collision 
happened at around 4.50pm on 
Wednesday, March 30 on the 
Uxbridge Road near the junc¬ 
tion with Devonport Road. 

The 8 8-year-old man was 
crossing the road when he was 
struck by a cream coloured Pi- 
aggio moped. 

The force of the impact 
threw the pensioner across the 
road, police say. They said the 
bike’s rider fell off his machine 


but then remounted the vehicle 
and made off towards Loftus 
Road prior to the arrival of the 
emergency services. 

The elderly man suffered se¬ 
rious head injuries in the colli¬ 
sion and was taken by 
ambulance to a central London 
hospital. He was in a critical 
condition. Next of kin have 
been informed. 

A 16-year-old teenager was 
arrested on March 31 on suspi¬ 
cion of failing to stop after an 
accident and was being held in 
custody at a west London po¬ 
lice station. 


A moped was recovered 
within one mile of the scene of 
the collision. Officers from the 
Met’s Serious Collision Inves¬ 
tigation Unit are appealing for 
any witnesses to the collision, 
or anyone who has inf ormation 
that may assist police, to get in 
touch.

COMEDIAN Tommy 
Cooper, food writer Eliza¬ 
beth David and playwright 
Samuel Beckett are among 
those whose achievements 
and time spent living in 
London will be celebrated 
with English Heritage blue 
plaques in this the 
scheme’s 150th year, Eng¬ 
lish Heritage have re¬ 
vealed. 

The anniversary of the Lon¬ 
don blue plaques scheme will 
also be marked with a weekend 
of special walking tours on 
May 7 and 8, a series of talks, a 
new book and a blue plaques 
app. 

Professor Ronald Hutton, 
Chair of the English Heritage 
Blue Plaques Panel, said: 
“Since 1866, these modest but 
distinctive blue roundels have 
reminded us of the people and 
places that made history. 

“This year we will celebrate 
stars of the silver screen and 
stage, a much loved comedian, 
sporting legends and one of the 
greatest writers of modern 
times. It’s a roll-call that under¬ 
lines the wide range of talent 
who over the centuries have 
made London their home.” 

Blue plaques will be un¬ 
veiled in 2016 to, among oth¬ 
ers: 

■ Samuel Beckett (1906- 
1989): The Irish Nobel Prize¬ 
winning playwright and author 
lived in London for three years 
in the mid-1930s during which 
time he was seeking literary 
work, and attending psycho¬ 
analysis at the Tavistock Clinic. 
The plaque will mark the house 
in Chelsea where Beckett was 
staying in 1934 when his first 
full-length work, a collection of 
interlinked short stories called 
More Pricks than Kicks, was 
published, and his lodging and 
living experiences of London 
were beginning to form his 
ideas for his first novel, Mur¬ 
phy (1938). 

■ Tommy Cooper (1921- 
1984): Famous for his comedy 
act as a hapless and incompe¬ 
tent magician, the fez-wearing 
Cooper with his catchphrase 
“Just Like That!” was a much¬ 
loved household name. “I’m 
glad to be in the show,” he said 
at the Royal Variety Perform¬ 
ance in 1964, “I couldn’t afford 
to be in the audience.” The new 
plaque will be installed at his 
former home in Chiswick, 
where he lived with his wife 


and two children from 1955 
until his death in 1984. 

■ Laurie Cunningham 

(1956-1989): One of the first 
black footballers to play for the 
England team and the first to 
appear for England in a com¬ 
petitive international match 
(against Wales in 1979), Cun¬ 
ningham was a pioneer of black 
achievement in the sport. The 
north Londoner also played for 
West Bromwich Albion and 
was the first British player to 
transfer to Real Madrid. 

■ Elizabeth David (1913- 
1992): The finest English cook¬ 
ery writer of the 20th century, 
Elizabeth David was instru¬ 
mental in introducing post-war 
England to Mediterranean 
food. She is the first cookery 
writer to be commemorated 
with a blue plaque. 

■ Margot Fonteyn ( 1919 - 
1991): The greatest dancer of 
her generation, Margot Fonteyn 
combined a musicality, purity 
of line, and an acting ability to 
sensational effect. Her perform¬ 
ances awakened a love of dance 
in thousands of people around 
the world. Her plaque will be 
installed outside her former flat 
in Covent Garden where she 
lived during some of some of 
her career-defining roles as 
Prima Ballerina of Sadler’s 
Wells Ballet, including Cin¬ 
derella (1948) and Sylvia 
(1952). 

■ Ava Gardner (1922-1990): 
One of the iconic movie stars of 
the 20th century and often 
called the most beautiful 
woman in the world. Gardner 
appeared in over 60 films. In 
addition, her tempestuous af¬ 
fairs and three high-profile 
marriages - to Mickey Rooney, 
Artie Shaw and Frank Sinatra - 
made her one of the most talked 
about celebrities of her day. 

■ Freddie Mercury (1946- 
1991): Charismatic and flam¬ 
boyant frontman of the 
legendary rock band, Queen, 
Freddie Mercury was an ex¬ 
tremely gifted performer, com¬ 
poser and music producer. In 
the mid-1980s he began a solo 
career in tandem with Queen 
and worked with some of the 
biggest names in the music in¬ 
dustry, from David Bowie to 
Michael Jackson. Born Farrokh 
Bulsara on the island of Zanz¬ 
ibar in 1946, Mercury’s plaque 
will adorn the house in Feltham 
where he moved with his fam¬ 
ily in 1964. 

■ Bobby Moore (1941-1993): 
Professional footballer Bobby 
Moore was captain of the team 
that took England to victory 50 
years ago this July in the 1966

Grants will 
survive cuts 
to budgets 


VITAL cash for dozens of 
important community projects 
and services will continue until 
2021 after the future of London 
Councils'Grants programme was 
confirmed for a further four 
years. 

Despite the difficult financial 
situation facing local 
government, the programme 
will continue to commission 
service outcomes to combat 
homelessness, tackle sexual and 
domestic violence, and to 
address poverty through 
employment across London. 

Borough leaders agreed to 
fund the grants programme 
after the end of the current four- 
year funding cycle in March 
2017. 

Cllr Paul McGlone, chair of 
London Councils'grants 
committee, said:"I am pleased 
leaders have confirmed that 
London Councils will continue 
to commission projects to 
address some of the most 
complex and difficult challenges 
faced by vulnerable people 
across the capital. 

"Many Londoners face 
hardship that leads to 
homelessness, the scourge of 
domestic violence in the home 
or long-term unemployment, 
especially those from minority 
communities.The third-sector 
organisations we commission to 
address these issues, working 
alongside local councils, can 
turn lives around for the better. 
We look forward to seeing the 
continued positive results this 
third sector-led programme 
delivers." 

Following a consultation, 
leaders also agreed to work 
closely with the City of London's 
charity (the City Bridge Trust) on 
a further funding priority - 
capacity-building in the 
voluntary sector - with a view to 
that organisation taking over 
the support of this area, 
alongside similar existing 
projects it supports. A report will 
be presented to committee in 
July.

plaques to the most illustrious 
inhabitants of Belgravia, in¬ 
cluding the founder of the 
blue plaques scheme, 
William Ewart, and a host 
of other celebrated figures 
from the past.

World Cup, a triumph that pro¬ 
pelled him to instant and lasting 
fame. Moore’s total of 108 
England appearances stood as a 
record for many years. He 
made his first team debut for 
West Ham United in 1958 and 
in 1964 he skippered the team 
to victory in the FA Cup final, 
repeating the feat in the Euro¬ 
pean Cup Winners’ Cup the 
next season. This will be the 
first blue plaque in the London 
Borough of Barking and Da¬ 
genham, marking the house 
where Moore developed into a 
footballer of great ability, and 
where he still lived when he 
wore the England shirt for the 
first time in 1962. 

In 1866 the (Royal) Society 
of Arts founded what would be¬ 
come the blue plaques scheme 
“to increase the public estima¬ 
tion for places which have 
been the abodes of men 
who have made England 
what it is.” On May 7 that 
year, the precursor to today’s 
expert Blue Plaques Panel 
met for the first time; among 
the first people considered 
for a memorial plaque were 
Benjamin Franklin, David 
Garrick and Lord Nelson.

Court clears 
death crash 
lorry driver

A LORRY driver accused 
of causing death by care¬ 
less driving has walked 
free from court. 

Vincent Doyle failed to spot 
student Janina Gehlau, 26, in 
the cycle lane as he manoeu¬ 
vred his Foden truck to turn 
left at busy Ludgate Circus in 
central London, jurors at the 
Old Bailey were told last 
Thursday. 

The court heard that he 
should have been aware the 
German postgraduate was 
catching up as he waited for 
23 seconds at the red light, 
having overtaken her some 
200 metres before the junc¬ 
tion. It was argued that if his 
mirrors had been correctly po¬ 
sitioned, he would have been 
able to see her for three to five 
seconds before his wheels 
clipped hers, sending her un¬ 
derneath the vehicle. 

Doyle, 45, denied the 
charge of causing Mrs 
Gehlau’s death by careless 
driving on the morning of Oc¬ 
tober 17, 2014, and the jury 
deliberated for less than an 
hour before clearing him. 


After the verdict was re¬ 
turned, Mrs Gehlau’s family, 
who sat in court with a Ger¬ 
man translator, appeared 
downcast and her husband, 
Marcel, shook uncontrollably 
and wept before being led 
from court. 

Judge Gerald Gordon told 
the court: “I would like it to be 
made absolutely clear to the 
family that the verdict of the 
jury does not imply any form 
of criticism of Mrs Gehlau.” 

He added that it may be that 
the differing rules of the road 
from Germany were “a fac¬ 
tor”. 

In a statement Mrs Gehlau’s 
mother, Andrea Tasic, said: 
“We are devastated by the ver¬ 
dict and do not feel that we 
have got justice for Janina. We 
would like to thank the emer¬ 
gency services who tried so 
hard to save her and everyone 
who has supported us since 
her death. 

“My only hope is that this 
makes people think twice be¬ 
fore cycling in London. Too 
many fa mili es are losing loved 
ones in these circumstances 
and action needs to be taken to 
improve safety before there 
are any more tragedies.”

Relax over 
tea with the 
Queen (but 
no selfies)

THE Queen is to host the 
first of her summer garden 
parties at Buckingham 
Palace on May 10 - and 
doubtless many guests are 
already flustered over 
what to wear or say. 

Having entertained an esti¬ 
mated two million people at her 
parties, Her Majesty is relaxation 
personified at such events but 
they can be a daunting prospect 
for many of the up to 8,000 guests 
who attend each one and who 
may be uncertain of the do’s and 
don’t’s. 

As with any swish function, the 
first rule is don’t be late. Garden 
parties take place from 4pm to 
6pm, but the Palace gates will be 
open from 3pm in order for every¬ 
one to get settled in time. 

“The Queen and The Duke of 
Edinburgh, accompanied by other 
members of the Royal Family, 
enter the garden at 4pm, when the 
National Anthem is played by one 
of the two military bands playing 
selections of music during the af¬ 
ternoon,” advises Buckingham 
Palace. 

“After the playing of the Na¬ 
tional Anthem, The Queen and 
The Duke of Edinburgh, together 
with other members of the Royal 
Family, circulate among the 
guests through ‘lanes’ which are 
peculiar to Royal garden parties. 
Each takes a different route and 


random presentations are made so 
that everyone has an equal chance 
of speaking to Her Majesty and 
members of her family. The 
Queen and other members of the 
Royal Family eventually arrive at 
the Royal tea tent, where they 
meet further guests. 

“There are tea tents for other 
guests. Tea and other refresh¬ 
ments are served from long buffet 
tables. The quantities served are 
enormous. At a typical garden 
party, around 27,000 cups of tea, 
20,000 sandwiches and 20,000 
slices of cake are consumed. 
Some 400 waiting staff are in¬ 
volved in the serving. 

“At about 6pm, The Queen and 
other members of the Royal Fam¬ 
ily leave the garden, when the Na¬ 
tional Anthem is played to mark 
the end of the party.” 

But what to do if one is ran¬ 
domly chosen to be presented to 
Her Majesty? The big new rule is 
No Selfies. 

Although it states on the invi¬ 
tation that cameras are not permit¬ 
ted at garden parties, in recent 
years an impudent trend has 
begun where some guests like to 
record their privileged visit on 
their smart phones. This is very 
much frowned upon and will 
identify you as a bad egg. 

Although anyone who is pre¬ 
sented to The Queen will be 
briefed in advance on the etiquette 
by a gentleman usher preceding 
Her Majesty, it is good to know 
what to expect and for advice we 
turned to an expert royalist blog¬ 
ger who goes by the name of 
Royal Protocol. 


Mr Protocol, a student from 
Northern Ireland who states that 
he has attended many royal events 
of recent years, advises: “Once 
you have been presented, you are 
faced with the question of what to 
say. The Queen is always ad¬ 
dressed as ‘Your Majesty’ on the 
first count and thereafter as 
‘Ma’am’; according to Bucking¬ 
ham Palace, this should rhyme 
with jam, not palm. 

“Other members of the royal 
family are treated with similar re¬ 
spect: ‘Your Royal Highness’then 
‘Sir’ or ‘Ma’am.’ You should let 
the royal personage lead the con¬ 
versation, not try to change the 
subject, and ask only the politest 
of questions. ‘Is Your Majesty en¬ 
joying the performance?’ is ac¬ 
ceptable, but ‘How’s Philip and 
Charles?’ is most definitely, ab¬ 
solutely out of the question. 

“When referring to The Queen, 
‘The Queen’ is fine, though if you 
want to be certain of being polite 
I would recommend at least once 


saying ‘Her Majesty’. It is also 
quite rude to refer to Prince 
Charles, Prince Philip, or Princess 
Anne; instead, you should opt for 
The Prince of Wales, The Duke of 
Edinburgh, and The Princess 
Royal. ‘His Royal Highness’ or 
‘Her Royal Highness’ may also be 
used, though be sure to qualify 
whom exactly you are referring 
to. When you are in conversation 
with a member of the royal fam¬ 
ily, be yourself but remember that 
His Royal Highness is not going 
to appreciate your company if it is 
too loud, tongue-tied, rude, or 
bumptious.” 

The dress code for royal garden 
parties is uniforms, morning dress 
or lounge suits for men. Most men 
wear lounge suits, and ‘afternoon 
dress’ for women - basically any 
outfit suitable for a wedding, 
preferably with a hat. 

Ladies are also advised that 
stiletto heels are probably not the 
best of ideas as you will be stand¬ 
ing for some while on the palace 


lawns and will not want to sink 
into them, so flats, wedges or 
shoes with a thicker heel are ad¬ 
vised. 

And don’t even think of trying 
to pocket the cutlery. Although 
most guests are above such rude¬ 
ness, in recent years there has 
been at least one occasion when 
irreplaceable crockery and cutlery 
has been stolen from The Queen 
- with eight pieces of silver cut¬ 
lery from King George Ill’s reign, 
eight sideplates and cups marked 
‘EUR’, and pieces from Queen 
Victoria’s time being taken by 
somebody clearly eager to im¬ 
press guests in their own home 
with the vulgarity of their ingrat¬ 
itude and bad manners. 

For those keen to record their 
special day with some souvenir, 
silver EUR spoons are available at 
£30 each from the Buckingham 
Palace shop, where the new edi¬ 
tion of The Queen’s 90th birthday 
commemorative cup and saucer 
can also be bought for £55.

President might be happy to be taken for a ride 


IS Whitehall hoping to saddle up 
President Obama in a bid to recre¬ 
ate one of the most iconic images 
of the UK’s special relationship 
with America when the world’s 
most powerful man visits The 
Queen at Windsor Castle later this 
month? 

On what is expected to be his 
last trip to Britain before the end on 
his term in office, President Obama 
is to have a private lunch with Her 
Majesty at Windsor and the visit 
could provide the opportunity to 
cement the impression that both the 
White House and Downing Street 
want to make. 

It is no secret that the President 
is pressing for the UK to defy the 
Brexit lobby and remain in Europe 
and he is expected to re-voice his 
opinion on the importance of this 
when he and Prime Minister David 
Cameron stage a joint press confer¬ 
ence at No 10. 

However, as pictures will speak 
much louder than words in the PR 
battle over Europe, royal watchers 
are wondering whether spin doc¬ 


tors may aspire to re-stage the 
magic monarchy moment of 1982 
when The Queen rode out at Wind¬ 
sor in the company of then-Presi- 
dent Reagan. 

The brief, 30-second photo-call 
for that occasion generated images 
that appeared on front pages all 
around the world and a recreation 
of the impression of solidarity that 
it made could be just what the Stay 
campaign needs to help sway those 
who are undecided on which way 
to vote in the EU referendum of 
June 23. 

As the recent and excellent 
ITV film Our Queen At 90 re¬ 
vealed that Her Majesty still 
rides, if time and the sensitive 
politics of the President’s visit al¬ 
lows, little could better reinforce 
the special relationship than a short 
trot together. 

Clearly, Downing Street would 
have to be super-sensitive 
about encouraging any 
such side-by-side ride 
as the Prime Minis¬ 
ter’s aides want to 


avoid any row with Brexiteers over 
The Queen being drawn into an ap¬ 
pearance of “taking sides” in the 
referendum of which she is consti¬ 
tutionally set above. On the other 
hand, it could be too good a seem- 
ingly-innocent opportunity to 
waste. 

When Her Majesty rode out with 
President Reagan in 1982, she rode 
her beloved Burmese, 
while the President 
and former cow¬ 
boy movie star

to The Queen

Mounted Police, in which he rode 
high in a British saddle unlike 
those preferred in the States. 

At a reception later, The Queen 
joked about the President having to 
learn about riding in a non-Ameri¬ 
can way. 

“I greatly enjoyed our ride to¬ 
gether this morning, and I was 
much impressed by the way in 
which you coped so professionally 
with a strange horse and a saddle 
that must have seemed even 
stranger,” she said to much laugh¬ 
ter at a state banquet. 

Her Majesty also bolstered the 
UK-US relationship when she 
added: “Our close relationship is 
not just based on history, kinship, 
and language, strong and binding 
though these are. It is based on the 
same values and the same beliefs, 
evolved over many years in these 
islands since Magna Carta and 
vividly stated by the Founding Fa¬ 
thers of the United States. 

“This has meant that over the 
whole range of human activity, 
the people of the United States 


and the people of Britain are draw¬ 
ing on each other’s experience and 
enriching each other’s lives. Of 
course, we do not always think and 
act alike, but through the years our 
common heritage, based on the 
principles of common law, has pre¬ 
vailed over our diversity. And our 
toleration has moderated our argu¬ 
ments and misunderstandings. 

“Above all, our commitment to 
a common cause has led us to con¬ 
tinue to stand together today in the 
defence of freedom.” 

President Reagan responded: 
“As we rode over these magnifi¬ 
cent grounds this morning, I 
thought again about how our peo¬ 
ple share, as you have mentioned, 
a common past. We are bound by 
so much more than just language. 
“It’s been said that the greatest 
glory of a free-born people is to 
transmit that freedom to their chil¬ 
dren. That is a responsibility our 
people share. Together, and eager 
for peace, we must face an unstable 
world where violence and terror¬ 
ism, aggression and tyranny con¬ 


stantly encroach on human rights. 
Together, committed to the preser¬ 
vation of freedom and our way of 
life, we must strengthen a weaken¬ 
ing international order and restore 
the world’s faith in peace and the 
rule of law. We in the free world 
share an abiding faith in our people 
and in the future of mankind. The 
challenge of freedom is to reject an 
unacceptable present for what we 
can cause the future to be. To¬ 
gether, it is within our power to 
confront the threats to peace and 
freedom and to triumph over 
them.” 

As it could be effortlessly ar¬ 
gued by both the White House and 
Downing Street that both Britain 
and America now once again face 
“the threats to peace and freedom” 
with the war against Islamist ex¬ 
tremism, one equestrian picture 
that says “we ride together” could 
better emphasise that a US and 
united Europe would be a stronger 
defence against that threat than any 
amount of joint press conferences 
at No 10. 
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A S Paul McCartney prepares to 
guest-star in the new Pirates 
Of The Caribbean film, Dead 
Men Tell No Tales, it is a role well- 
suited to the Beatles bass guitarist 
who is little-known as an old sea dog. 

Sir Paul, who regularly holidays in 
the Caribbean, follows his Rolling 
Stones pal Keith Richards in having a 
cameo part alongside his friend 
Johnny Depp. Sir Paul is believed to 
have agreed to appear in the Pirates 
movie to repay the favour that Depp 
did him when the actor guitarist 
played a small part in the video for 
Macca’s song Early Days, in which 
Depp jammed with a band of blues 
musicians. 

But he would have jumped at the 
chance of a spot of swashbuckling 
as Macca has a love of the sea 
and for at least 30 years he has 
been a regular sailor, forever 
grabbing the chance to relax on 
a little Laser sail boat whenever 
his never-ending rock tour docks 
at anywhere close to the water. 

And he is ideally-placed to star 
with Depp if any of his scenes are 
shot in the raging storms that 
characterise the Pirates movies, for 
Sir Paul has been in the eye of the 
hurricane himself - so much so 
that on one day on his globe¬ 
trotting he was feared to be lost to 
Davy Jones’ Locker himself. 

Sir Paul gave his team a fright in 
Brazil when on the eve of his first- 
ever gig in Rio de Janeiro he decided 
to unwind by taking his tiny boat out 
into the Atlantic for a sail on his own 
- not knowing that one of the fiercest 
hurricanes in decades was about to 
strike. 

Paul set sail into the ocean in the 
Laser with aides on a security power 
boat shadowing him in case he was 
pestered by fans. He was happily 
sailing far out to sea when, out of 
nowhere and with no warning, the 
skies suddenly went black, the waves 
grew to fearsome heights, the heavens 
opened and the hurricane broke. 

So fierce was the storm that it 
completely bent out of shape the steel 
scaffolding that riggers had erected to 
hold the stage at Rio’s giant Maracana

Stadium and so flooded the backstage 
area that the room set aside to be his 
dressing room was filled with six feet 
of water. 

Meanwhile, Sir Paul’s team were 
frantically searching for the rock idol. 
On hearing that he was far offshore 
sailing single-handed in the raging 
tempest, they raced to Copacabana 
Beach fearing for his safety. 

Their hearts sank when a huge 
wave tossed the security speed boat 
up onto the beach and as they peered 
out through the driving rain they saw 
Sir Paul’s boat suddenly tip over. 

But as ashen-faced aides prepared 
to call out the coastguard and a search 
and rescue helicopter, Captain Macca 
reappeared from under the waves, 


righted the dinghy and calmly surfed 
safely to the shore, asking his team 
what they were worrying about and 
nonchalantly dismissing the danger. 

On getting back to the hotel, Sir 
Paul was told by his drenched 
production team that the Maracana 
gig the next day would have to be 
cancelled as the stadium was flooded, 
the stage frame was wrecked and all 
of the weather experts were 
forecasting that the downpour would 
not end for days. 

“No, the rain will stop,” predicted 
Macca with a confidence that defied 
all signs from the hurricane that it 
most certainly would not, “the gig 
will go on.” 

All through the night, as hundreds 


of riggers straightened the steel and 
fought to put up the stage, the rain 
continued. The next day, as the vast 
stadium was sandbagged and huge 
pumps were brought in from all over 
Brazil to drain the backstage, the 
downpour went on and on. 

“We have to cancel the show,” Sir 
Paul was told repeatedly. 

“No,” he insisted, “the rain will 
stop”. 

At 8.59 that night, just one minute 
before Paul took to the stage, the rain 
abruptly stopped and Macca went on, 
not only to perform but to perform to 
the largest stadium crowd in the 
history of rock and roll - with 
184,000 people crammed into the 
Maracana. 


Is National 
Lottery show’s 
number up? 

I F ollowing a slump in the 

ratings, TV chiefs are asking if 
there is any point in the BBC 
continuing to pay for the rights to 
screen the National Lottery. 

Although both the BBC and the 
Lottery bizarrely refuse to say how 
much public money is shelled out 
for the right to screen Britain's most 
disappointment-making TV show, it 
is believed to be costing the 
corporation around £2 million. 

However, as the BBC is now having 
to find all manner of savings, 
questions are growing over whether 
the Lottery is worth it anymore. 

When the Lottery was first 
launched it drew an audience of 19 
million, which was to be expected as 
we all tuned in to ruefully discover 
that although it could be you, it 
wasn't. The audience then settled 
down to be around 6.2 million in 
1997. 

But two decades on, the audience 
has fallen by considerably less than 
what it used to be when the chances 
of winning hugely excited the nation. 

Whether the drop in the figures 
has anything to do with the recent 
and controversial change in the 
Lottery rules which have made it far 
harder to win the top prize has not 
been researched, but these days 
many feel that they have more 
chance of becoming the King of Siam 
than they do of landing the jackpot. 

Now, with the Lottery attracting 
just 3.9 million viewers, the cost- 
conscious BBC is having to ask if the 
show should go on, or whether its 
current contract should not be 
renewed and the Lottery should be 
offered to ITV or Sky. ^

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Cod and fennel 
pie - it’s honest 
and comforting 

MARK'S RECIPE OF THE WEEK 

F ISH pie is an honest, down-to-earth 
food packed with flavours. It makes 
perfect comfort food if you are sitting 
in front of the television after a hard day and 
also works equally well as a dinner party 
main course. 

You can make this dish the day before and 
keep it in the fridge overnight. The basic 
recipe can be varied endlessly, according to 
what sustainable fish are available and what 
you like, but it is always good to include 
some smoked fish. 

Ingredients (serves four to six) 

■ 500ml fish stock (or a good-quality fish 
stock cube dissolved in 500ml hot water) 

■ 2tbsp dry vermouth 
■ 1 fennel bulb, cored and finely diced 
■ 300g sustainable cod fillet, skinned, any 
residual bones removed and fillets cut into 
rough 3 cm chunks 

■ 200g un-dyed smoked cod fillet, skinned, 
any residual bones removed and fillets cut 
into rough 3 cm chunks 
■ 2tbsp chopped mixed green herbs, such as 
parsley, dill and chervil 
■ 60g butter 

■ 1.5-2kg flouiy potatoes, cooked and 
mashed with a little milk 
■ 20g fresh white breadcrumbs 
■ 30g grated cheddar or parmesan 

For the sauce 
■ 50g butter 
■ 50g flour 
I 175ml double cream 
I ltsp Dijon mustard 
I Salt and freshly ground white pepper 

Method 

IN a large saucepan, bring the fish stock and 
vermouth to the boil, add the fennel, turn 
down the heat and cook gently for eight 
minutes. 

Add the cod and smoked cod and poach 
for two minutes. Drain in a colander over a 
bowl, reserving the cooking liquid, and leave 
to cool. 

To make the sauce: melt the butter in a 
heavy-based pan over a low heat, then stir in 
the flour and cook gently for a minute. 
Gradually add the reserved fish poaching 
I liquid, stirring well until it has all been 
added and the mixture is smooth. Bring to 
the boil and simmer gently for 30 minutes. 

Add the cream and continue to simmer for 
10 minutes or so until the sauce has a thick 
consistency. Stir in the mustard. Season if 
necessary, then leave to cool for about 15 
minutes or so. 

Perfect comfort food: Cod and fennel 
pie (Jason Lowe) 

GENTLY fold into the sauce the cooked 
fish with the fennel and the herbs. Spoon 
into a large pie dish or several individual 
ones, filling to 3cm from the top. Leave to 
set for about 30 minutes, so that the potato 
will sit on the sauce. 

Meanwhile, preheat the oven to 
Qk 180C/gas mark 4 and mix the butter 
into the mashed potato. Season with 
a little salt and freshly ground white 
pepper and add a little milk so that it 
is just soft enough to pipe with a 
piping bag or spread with a spatula on 
to the fish. Bake for 30 minutes, or a 
little less for smaller ones. Scatter on the 
breadcrumbs and cheese, and bake for 10-15 
minutes until golden on top.

Bad Girls the Musical 

The Union Theatre *** 

T HIS was my first visit to 
the Union Theatre and it 
would be my last as they 
are moving the venue across the 
road over the next two weeks to, 
what I hope, will be better prem¬ 
ises. 

In its current state, the place has a 
seedy, dingy quality and is absolutely 
freezing, so any improvement would be 
very welcome. 

My visit also marked my first ever 
viewing of the musical version of Bad 
Girls, which is based on the infamous 
ITV drama series from the 1990s. 

Set in a fictional women’s prison, the 
show plays to our curiosities about a 
world most of us won’t ever experi¬ 
ence - well hopefully. In a comedic but 
very bitty book, we are invited to expe¬ 
rience a snapshot of life behind bars 
with many of the typical characters we 
are led to believe exist within these an¬ 
tiquated, archaic institutions. 

Favourite roles from the original TV 
show are all there, including top dog 
and merry murderess Shell Dockley 
(Sinead Long), gangster’s moll Yvonne 
Atkins (Christine Holman) and Mr 
Nasty prison warden Jim Fenner 
(Gareth Davies). 

The story attempts to lump together 
a number of episodes of the original se¬ 
ries with some nice musical numbers 
interwoven - along with an added hu¬ 
mour element to lighten this otherwise 
harrowing and very dark morality 
fable. 

This does mean however, that the 
show lacks a sense of flow, particularly 


for the first 20 minutes when, if you 
aren’t familiar with the characters, the 
plot is confusing and somewhat bland. 

The pace does pick up however, 
and once the wheels are in motion, the 
tale gallops along with vigour and va¬ 
riety. This is in a large part down to 
Christine Holman, who brings a bur¬ 
nished birr with every sweeping en¬ 
trance. She is well matched by Sinead 
Long’s hard faced con Dockley, and 
complemented by an accomplished 
comedy performance from Francine 
Rowan. 

Tasked with the job of keeping the 
felons in line is fresh faced young 
guard Justin, played by newcomer 
Perry Meadowcroft, who is impres¬ 
sive while shunning the cougar’s ad¬ 
vances in All Banged Up. 

The show stealer without any 
doubt however, is Jayne Ashley, one 
half of the Julies, whose act two 
heart breaker Sorry, depicting a 
phone call home, is momentous. 

Will Keith’s direction and Jo Mc- 
Shane’s choreography are essen¬ 
tially on point, and make the most 
of the postage stamp sized stage 
area, but there are a few static and 
clunky scenes which feel a little un¬ 
derrehearsed. 

I also found the era we were 
transported to a little confused, as 
the costumes suggested the late 90s 
but some of the props indicated the 
piece to be more contemporary. 

Jailhouse dramas are always fas¬ 
cinating and this show gives a 
good account of the public percep¬ 
tion of prison. 

I can only hope someone is al¬ 
ready penning Orange is the New 
Black the Musical.

Brothers in arms happy to be in No Man’s Land 


IAN McKellen and Patrick Stewart are to 
reunite on stage this year in Harold 
Pinter's masterpiece, No Man's Land, 
which will embark on a UK tour, opening 
in Sheffield from August 3, followed by 
dates in Newcastle, Brighton and Cardiff. 

The production will then head into 
London's West End where it will play a 
limited 14-week engagement at the 
Wyndham's Theatre from September 8 
with opening night for press on 20 
September. No Man's Land was first 
performed at the iconic Wyndham's 
Theatre in 1975, with Ralph Richardson 
and John Gielgud, following its premiere 
at the National Theatre. 

Directed by Sean Mathias, this 
production of No Man's Land received 
highly acclaimed reviews at the Cort 
Theatre in New York whilst in repertory 
alongside Waiting for Godot, also 
starring stage and screen friends, 
McKellen and Stewart and directed by

The production of Waiting for Godot

McKellen was a fantasy I never 
entertained." 

McKellen (Spooner) says:"Playing 
Spooner to Patrick's Hirst on Broadway 
was a constant joy, which is why I am 
delighted to be back with him in the 
West End."

I F the opening night 
performance is any¬

L IKE a good many other managers 

throughout the country, and no doubt 
across Europe, Queens Park Rangers 
boss Jimmy Floyd Hasselbaink had cause to 
curse an official’s mistake that cost his team 
a perfectly legitimate goal - and a league 
point - last weekend.

The moment of 
controversy came in the 
71st minute of Friday’s 
3-2 home defeat by 
Middlesbrough, when 
Seb Polter’s ‘goal’ was 
ruled out by the 
linesman who 
mistakenly thought the 
ball had gone out of 
play before Junior 
Hoilett crossed it from 
the byline to the German 
for an easy tap-in. 

Unfortunately for the 
official, the Sky TV 
cameras were at Loftus 
Road to highlight his 
error to an audience of 
millions. 

An aggrieved 
Hasselbaink said: “I 
don’t like to moan about 
the officials, but the big 
decisions aren’t going 
our way at the moment. 
That is a fact. 

“We had a perfectly 
good goal disallowed 
tonight. 

“Last weekend (at 
Preston) we had a 
decision go against us 
when the referee only 
showed a yellow card 
when it should have 
been a red card. 

“The week before that 
it was something else.” 

You can sympathise 
with Hasselbaink and all 
the other managers 
whose teams are 
wronged - their jobs are 
on the line - but only to 


a point. 

I'll never stop banging 
on about the need for 
video replays to decide 
all the big calls in the 
game. 

How hard can it be for 
a Video Replay Referee 
(VRR) - in radio contact 
with the on-field ref - to 
quickly view replays of 
all the major incidents 
on a TV monitor at the 
side of the pitch, or up 
in the stand? Every 
Premier League and 
Football League ground 
is equipped with 
cameras these days, so 
replays of the game¬ 
changing moments - 
goals, penalties, red 
cards, offsides, mistaken 
identity - could be 
reviewed and the correct 
decision arrived at 
within seconds. 

Of course, you cannot 
allow managers to 
challenge every 
decision. So give them, 
say, two opportunities 
each per half to 
challenge a call. If the 
replay subsequently 
proves them right, then 
they keep their 
challenge. Get it wrong 
and they lose one. 

Even if the technology 
currently in place at all 
League One and League 
Two grounds is deemed 
not up to scratch, there 
is no reason why 


Premier League and 
Championship clubs 
cannot embrace this long 
overdue change from the 
start of next season. 

Better to use technology 
to get some of these 
decisions right than none. 

Cricket, tennis and 
rugby have all benefited 
from video replay 
reviews, so why doesn’t 
professional football? 

Yes, the Premier 
League brought in goal¬ 
line technology a few 
years back and it’s been a 
proven success. But the 
authorities still haven’t 
not gone far enough in 
eliminating the inevitable 
human errors that decide 
matches. 

Disrupt flow 

The main weak 
argument against the 
introduction of video 
replays is that it will 
disrupt the flow of 
matches. Nonsense. It 
would take the VRR no 
longer than referees now 
spend trying to placate 
groups of irate players 
contesting every 
controversial decision 
given against them. 

How long does it take 
for a tennis umpire to 
view a replay of 
Hawkeye to decide a line 
call, or a fourth umpire of 
a cricket Test match to 
check an lbw appeal? If 
anything, these reviews 
often add to the drama 
for both the spectators 
and TV audience. 

Bosses at Sky and BT 
Sport, who pay billions 
for TV rights, won’t push 
for the big controversial 
moments to be settled 
swiftly and correctly, or 
as correct as they 
possibly can be where 
cameras are used. That 
would deny their 
commentators, studio 


pundits and viewers 
the opportunity to 
debate endless replays 
of incidents which 
become major talking 
points for days 
afterwards. 

But the English game 
is becoming 
increasingly quicker 
and officials need help 
now more than ever 
before. 

Yes, we are often 
dismayed by what we 
see as incompetence on 
the part of the match 
officials who have 
never played the game 
at a reasonable level. 
But you have to feel a 
degree of sympathy for 
them, too. Not only do 
they have to maintain 
excellent levels of 
fitness to keep up with 
a fast-moving game, 
they are often put on 
the spot - and subjected 
to abuse by fans - 
through the cynical 
actions of cheating 
players who feign 
injury, dive and try 
every other trick in the 
book to con them. 

There has been talk of 
a video review system 
being trialled over the 
next couple of seasons, 
but England should be 
leading the way, not 
dragging its heels. The 
Premier League and 
Football League clubs 
should be championing 
the use of video replay 
evidence but have done 
little or nothing to 
make it happen. 

The financial stakes 
are so high these days. 


It may not matter much 
to QPR in the grand 
scheme of things that 
Polter’s ‘goal’ was 
wrongly ruled out, but 
the difference between 
a draw and an away 
win for Middlesbrough 
could ultimately prove 
crucial for the other 
teams competing with 
them for a precious 
promotion place and all 
the millions Premier 
League status now 
guarantees. 

The traditionalists 
dismiss such innovation 
with cliches such as, 
‘these things even 
themselves out over the 
course of the season’. 
But do they? What if 
the extra two points 
Middlesbrough took 
away from W12 last 
Friday end up securing 
them promotion at the 
expense of a rival club? 

Abysmal 

It wasn’t just a 
linesman’s flag that 
cost Rangers at least a 
draw. Abysmal 
defending certainly 
contributed to their 
downfall. 

“Of course it’s a 
disappointing result to 
take,” said Hasselbaink. 
“Their first goal came 
from an individual 
mistake - it is what it is 
- but we came back 
and scored a deserved 
equaliser through a 
good goal by (Jamie) 
Mackie. 

“But we didn’t start 
the second half well. I 
think if you analyse my

time here, we don’t 
concede goals from 
corners and tonight 
we’ve conceded two.

Britton loses 

■ FORMER Chelsea midfielder Ian 
Britton has died, aged 61, 
following a long battle with 
prostate cancer. 

Popular Britton made 289 
appearances and scored 34 goals 
during a 10-year spell with Blues 
between 1972 and 1982. 

He joined the west Londoners as an 
apprentice from his local team 
Hillside Rangers in his native 
Scotland. 

A lively midfielder, Britton made his 
debut against Derby County at 
Stamford Bridge in 1972-73. 

He was part of a team of largely 
home-grown players who took Blues 
back to the top flight under the 
management of Eddie McCreadie in 
1976-77. 

Diminutive, dark-haired Britton 
operated on the left of a midfield 
diamond formation that also 


cancer battle 

featured Ray Wilkins, Ray Lewington 
and Garry Stanley. 

During his time with Chelsea, 
Britton was part of the team that 
famously beat the then European 
champions Liverpool in a 4-2 victory 
in the FA Cup third round at The 
Bridge in 1978. 

He left Blues in 1982. 

Following short spells with Dundee 
United and Arbroath, he spent three 
years at Blackpool before moving to 
Division Four strugglers Burnley, 
whom he saved from relegation to 
the Conference by scoring the 
winning goal against Leyton Orient 
in May 1987. 

Despite finishing his playing career 
in the north-west, where he opened 
a fitness centre, Britton never lost his 
love for Chelsea and played for 
Chelsea Old Boys, alongside former 
team-mates, on numerous occasions.

“Yeah, this club has brilliant players with world- 
class experience and also young up-and-coming 
players, like Ruben Loftus-Cheek and Jake Clarke- 
Salter and a lot of other young players who train with 
the first team. The club is in good hands. We just 
have to continue to work hard on the pitch and focus 
ourselves and contribute anyway we can.” 

While Miazga is full of the confidence of youth, 
Hiddink, as ever, takes a more pragmatic view of his 
performance but is still encouraged for Chelsea’s 
future. 

The 69-year-old, who will leave Stamford Bridge 
again at the end of the season, said of his American 
debutant: “Miazga had a rather comfortable game, 
although it is not easy to play against Gestede. But 
he did well, he was good in his duels. I think 
sometimes he could have made more space between 
himself and Gestede but he showed he has potential. 


“To be honest, this was not the toughest game. 
You’ll have to consider him when the real good war 
is going on and see how he copes with that. But it is 
a good first step up for him,” Hiddink said. 

Asked what he thought Miazga needed to add to his 
game, the Dutchman continued: “He’s come from a 
league where it is a bit naive. The Premier League is 
less naive, of course. He must get used to a little bit 
more freedom given to the attackers by the referees 
in this country. 

Bit of naivety 

“But he has to cope with a little bit of shuffle and 
pushing, where in other leagues the referees might 
give free-kicks. I accept it and I like it very much, 
but I think that is a bit of naivety he has to get rid of 
as soon as possible. 

Is he one for the future, then? Hiddink replied: 
“Yes, but what is the future? He’s young. He looks a 
bit older than he is, but he is young. The club have 
to decide what to do for next year but it’s good to see 


him in these games. I don’t mind bringing in 
youngsters, like Loftus-Cheek, who was brought in 
earlier in the season, and Jake Clarke-Salter, who 
came on for the last 15 minutes. It’s good to see the 
youngsters in this late part of the season.” 

Loftus-Cheek’s opener in Saturday's 4-0 win was 
his first league goal for Blues. Hiddink was keen to 
push the youngster, who he initially thought was 
older than his tender 18 years, harder and wanted to 
see what he was made of. 

“Normally he used to be substituted after one 
hour,” he said. “But, on purpose, we let him go on 
and suffer a bit, so he also gets the experience of 90 
minutes. 

“He felt a little bit of cramp towards the end, but I 
told him, ‘Come on, guy, get your cramp, it’s good 
for you’. The young players have to suffer a bit. 

“When I came in December and watched everyone 
without having looked at all the information about 
them, I thought he was 23 or 24, going by his 
appearance. But he was 18, 19-years-old, so we had 
to take that into consideration.” 


Hiddink believes serving up game-time for the 
youngsters will be a good thing for the incoming 
Conte. 

“When you have an academy like Chelsea have had 
for a long time, then as a consequence it is not easy, 
but you must give the young players a chance to step 
up. That is what we are doing now.”

Double act strike again 


F ULHAM took a giant step towards 

securing another season in the second 
tier with a crucial 2-1 victory over 
fellow relegation battlers Milton Keynes 
Dons at Craven Cottage. 

It was a vital game Whites dare not lose and, 
full credit to them, they came flying out of the 
traps to impose themselves on the side just one 
place and a point below them in the 
Championship. 

Once again, it was down to top scorers Ross 
McCormack and Moussa Dembele to secure a 
precious three points, with their 20th and 13th 
league goals of the season respectively, to put a 
welcome four-point gap between Fulham and 
the bottom three. 

Relieved head coach Slavisa Jokanovic stated 
the obvious after overseeing only his third win 
in 15 games when he said: "Moussa and Ross 
are a very important part of my team. The team 
is suffering together but they score the goals. 
Ross is my top scorer and he's a clever guy." 

Fulham could have been four or five goals 
ahead at half-time. Dembele sliced a close- 
range shot over the bar and saw another effort 
blocked by busy Dons keeper Cody Cropper, 


who also made a fingertip save to deny Tom 
Cairney - the cultured No.10's fourth shot on or 
near the target. Rohan Ince was the next to put 
Cropper to the test with a low drive. 

Even when Cropper didn't foil Fulham, a post 
at the Putney end came to the visitors'rescue. 
McCormack let fly from 25 yards but his well- 
struck effort cannoned back off the woodwork. 

Combine well 

Not only do McCormack and Dembele score 
on a regular basis, they combine well as an 
attacking force, regularly setting up chances for 
each other. And so it was for Fulham's first goal 
in the 54th minute. 

A heavy touch saw Dembele miscontrol a 
through-ball - a weakness in his game he will 
have to eradicate if he does land a move to the 
Premier League - but retrieve it inches from the 
byline, before cutting it back for McCormack, 
who held off the close attention of a defender 
to bundle the ball home from five yards. 

Dembele and McCormack both brought 
further good saves out of Cropper before 
Fulham conceded the inevitable equaliser in 
the 63rd minute. Whites have kept only three 


clean sheets in 39 league games this season. 
This time, a straightforward high lob from inside 
Dons' half eluded Fulham's floundering 
defenders and found Josh Murphy wandering 
into acres of space. He had the simple task of 
lifting the ball over Fulham's hopelessly 
exposed keeper Marcus Bettinelli from 12 yards 
for the softest of soft goals. 

But Fulham have always got a goal in them 
and, yet again, it was their'Batman and Robin' 
who pulled it out of the bag when it mattered 
in the 75th minute. 

Ryan Fredericks'deep cross beyond the far 
post was met by McCormack, whose side-foot 
volley dropped perfectly into the path of 
Dembele, who drilled the winner from six yards. 

"We tried to play a bit different and we 
created many chances but we didn't play so 
brilliantly," Jokanovic admitted. "But at this 
moment, we were solid and competitive and 
got the points." 

Talking ahead of Tuesday's visit to Preston and 
Saturday's home game against Cardiff, 
Jokanovic added: "The next'cup final'is against 
Preston. We will rest our bodies and our minds 
and be ready for the next game in three days." 


international camp with him once or twice already. He 
congratulated me after the game and, obviously, we 
wished each other luck for the rest of the season.

“The pace is much faster in the Premier League,” he 
admitted. “But as soon as we scored the first goal (at 
Villa), we took control of the game and it was cruise 
control. The guys in midfield took over, so all I had to 
do was spray the ball to the midfielders. My job was 
just to stay focused on defence. 

A bit nervous 

“I was nervous, of course. This is the highest level 
and leading up to professional games you are always 
a bit nervous and anxious but once you step on the 
field, you do the business. I was ready and I was 
excited. 

“Gestede was very good in the air and I had to be 
mentally ready, either to step away from him or drop 
and collect it. It was kind of mind games but he is a 
good player.” 

Miazga wasn’t aware if his Chelsea debut had made 
news in the USA. 

“I haven’t checked my phone yet,” he said 
afterwards, “but I am sure with a young player like 
me debuting in the Premier League, there is going to 
be some people putting it out in the media. But that 
doesn’t really affect me. The Premier League is huge 
now in America and the rest of the world.”
